Morgan and the Treamry Perifollo. 
^ Washington, October 25th.—The name of 
Governor Morgan for the Treasury was not 
sent to the Senate without consultation with 
hiin, nor was it sent in any doubt of hia de­ 
cision to accept it. There were many reasons 
why he preferred not to undertake the pro 
posed labors, but rer,sons the other way 
Beemed to him stronger, and upon the under- 
standitg that ho had overcome"his objections 
the nomination was made. The New York 
papers sent reporters to him, and they all 
concurred in the understanding that he would 
not decline. The intention of the President 
to send hi3 name to the Senate was made 
kaown in cdvarce, and the matter was treated 
aa a public fact. He was nominated and 
cor,finned, but after all new elements came 
in, and Governor Morgan was induced to re­ 
consider his determination. To-day he posi­ 
tively declined the Treasury portfolio. So 
much has this confused matters that the 
President decides to withhold action as to the 
Attorney-Geueraiship until .the Treasury 
portfolio is settled. Nothing can be ascer­ 
tained as to hia second choice for the latter 
place. A former rumor is thereby revived 
that ex-Senator Howo will be nominated for 
the Treasury, and that this action wiil be de 
ferred until the head of the Department of 
Justice is determined upon. The strong 
probability, however, is that the Secretary of 
the Treasury will come from New York, and 
that Judge Folger has been tendered the po­ 
sition. To-morrow’s developments are looked 
forward to with much interest. 
Conkllng and the Treasury Secretaryship. 
W ashington, October 25th.—The proba­ 
bility of Conklicg being Secretary of the 
Treasury ia freely talked of here tc;night, 
and it is very evident that his appointment 
would be received with more favor by promi­ 
nent Republicans than two weeks ago, or 
even a week since. It is universally con­ 
ceded that the Treasury portfolio will go to 
New York, and the general Bentiment is that 
it is very proper that it should. Looking 
over the list of New York Republicans 
worthy to he considered in connection with 
the Secretaryship of the Treasury, some even 
who hive no special friendship for Conklin - 
admit that he possesses superior claims and 
fitneBs toothers of the State.

He said 
Conkling, as head of the Tieasury, would be 
above petty epites and revenges, and instead 
of undertaking to besmirch the former Sec­ 
retaries, would summarily dismiss all officials 
end smploies who have been guilty of irrcg- 
ularit'es, fill their places with good men, and 
devote himr.elf to the high and important 
duties of the position. This Senator siid 
I here would of course be loud-mouthed ob­ 
jections to Conkling, but he was satisfied 
that his appointment would meet with much 
mere approval than condemnation. He hod no 
doubt that in Uss than six months Conkling 
would have the substantisd sentiment of the 
country with him. This Senator is not alone 
in having experienced such a change of opin­ 
ion recently concerning Cockling, and Conk- 
ling has firm friends here who watch every 
symptom favorable to him, and probably re­ 
port it where they think it will do the most 
good.

The stream which flows through 
the opening off the east coast of Wrangel 
Land is said to set northerly at the rate of 
about two knots an hour, and clearly indi­ 
cates an opening further north, whence 
millioBs of youDg geese come. The Swedish 
reports confirm this view of the opening, and 
it is highly probable that tbe Jeannette saw 
it and pushed as far northward as possible, 
which would account for the Corwin’s failure 
to discover any trace of the Jeannette on the 
southeast coa-'t of Wrangel Land, where 
alone she made any search. 
The Multicharge Canoon. 
R eading (Pa ), October 25th.—Lyman 
Haskell’s multicharge cannon was success­ 
fully cast yesterday iu the presence of a 
large number of interested spectators. The 
metal was poured into the mold in six min­ 
utes. It will require two weeks to cool. 
Along tbe bore p.re four pockets, in each of 
which a charge of powder will be placed to 
accelerato the speed of the hall after it leaves 
the chamber of the gun. It is claimed that 
the ball thrown from this gun will pass 
through two feet of solid wrought iron. The 
charge of powder wilt be 130 pounds, and the 
weight of the projectile will be 150 pounds. 
Attempted Train Rubbery. 
P ittsburg, October 25.h.—An attempt 
was made by three unknown men to rob the 
Chicago express on the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago Railroad, on its way to 
this city, about 1’2 o’clock last night.

THE MICHIGAN SUFFERERS. 
The relief Commission announces that 
the fund for the relief of the Michigan suf­ 
ferers will have to be larger than was at 
first supposed.

They 
should be assisted liberally, and it would 
be well if the churches everywhere took 
up this matter, and made appeals to their 
congregations for aid. W inter is npon the 
sufferers, and it is clear that if they are 
not promptly and effectively succored many 
more of them must sink under their afflic­ 
tions. 
THE WHISKY TAX. 
It is stated that the whisky manufact­ 
urers have resolved to petition Congress 
for a reduction of the tax on their staple, 
from ninety to fifty cents. This is a bold 
proposition, since the redaction demanded 
would diminish the internal revenue many 
millions of dollars. There is no reason 
why the whisky tax should be reduced a 
single cent, but there are many good reasons 
for increasing it largely. Cheaper whisky 
means more drunkenness, and dearer 
whisky would mean the encouragement of 
beer drinking, which is a distinct advance 
in the direction of temperance. But the 
whisky men are wealthy, and they know 
the value of a powerful lobby. They will 
go to Washington armed with arguments 
which we fear many Congressmen will find 
perfectly irresistible, and we shall not be 
at all surprised if they achieve at least a 
partial success.

THE EVIL GENIUS 0? TEE SENATE 
The Republican members of the Senate 
cannot havo felt very proud of themselves 
when they joined in the laugh at Mr. 
Edmunds’ little bit of sharp practice in 
forestalling the Democrats in the appoint­ 
ment of Shober as Acting Secretary. In­ 
deed it is hard to eee where the joke 
comes in, from a Republican standpoint. 
The case is this: The Republicans, as a 
part of their bargain with Mahone, gave 
the caucus nominations to Gcrhain and 
Riddleberger. Bat Gorham and Riddle, 
berger happened to be such objectionable 
candidates that the Republican vote coaid 
not be relied on for them, and Gorham 
had rendered himself so much more oh' 
noxious to decent members of the party 
subsequent to his nomination that many 
Senators considered themselves absolved 
from all obligation to support him. The 
Rspublicans, therefore, having caucus 
nominees whom they could not and did 
not wish to elect, thought to steal a march 
upon their opponents, and avoid the chief 
embarrassments of their position, by pro 
posing Shober, who is a Democrat, for Act­ 
ing Secretary. The Democrats had pre 
vionsly fixed upon him aB their candidate, 
so of course they voted for him. But what 
the Republicans gained by proposing him 
is one of these things which, to use the 
words of Lord Dundreary, “ no fellow can 
“ understand.” 
The truth is that the 
Republican Senators have been over, 
whelmed with difficulties ever since they 
entered into the unsanctified bargain 
with Mahone. That bargain was founded 
in an unpardonable abandonment of prin 
ciple. 
It was the most shameless and 
open piece of corrupt partisan trafficking 
that has been witnessed for many years. Ma. 
hone may well be designated the evil genius 
of the Senate, for he has led the Republi 
can members astray most deplorably, and 
every false step made by them has entailed 
new disgraces upon them. 
Mahone himself ia a brassy dema­ 
gogue, without convictions or principles of 
any kind. He has by adroit and unscru. 
pulous maneuvering succeeded in making 
himself the leader of the most ignorant 
and plastic elements of the Virginia vot­ 
ing population. He has become the cham­ 
pion of a villainous programme of repudi 
ation ; a scheme whereby the State of 
Virginia is to be degraded into a common 
swindler, and is to refuse to pay her just 
debts for no better reason than that repu 
diation is less inconvenient than honesty. 
The negro voters, who do not possess 
enough familiarity with financial princi­ 
ples to detect the Eophistries of the so- 
called “ Readjusters,” have been entrapped 
into an ignorant indorsement of this in­ 
famy, and Mahone has made his hold over 
these followers the leverage by which he 
has undertaken to move the whole Repub­ 
lican party. By a judicious use of his 
political strength he has captured the Re­ 
publican side of the Senate, and in order 
to secure a partisan success in Virginia 
the time-honored principles of the great 
party of honest finance have been thrown 
overboard, aud a base repudiator has been 
allowed to dictate the nominations for the 
principal offices of the Senate. Nothing 
more humiliating to the self-respect of the 
party which has seen so many triumphs 
under the honest money banners, could 
have been conceived. And this degrading 
compact has been made so publicly that 
there is no concealing it, and no possibility 
of evading the legitimate consequences. 
It would have been better that the State 
of Virginia should have been given over to 
the Democracy for all time than that the 
Republican party should have been forced 
to drink this bitter draught. The partisan 
advantage is at the best a bagatelle. 
Never surely was a great party sold so 
cheap. And see what the discreditable 
bargain entail?. Already it is reported 
that the new administration has made an 
appointment in Virginia which indicates 
the intention of President Arthur to sup­ 
port Mahone. Tbu3 this wretched repre­ 
sentative of public dishonesty is dragging 
the Government of the United States-into 
the mire with himself, and the power and 
patronage of that Government, under Re. 
publican administration, is being prosti­ 
tuted to the service of a demagogue whose 
one hops of success lies in establishing a 
principle the general recognition of which 
would be fatal to civilization. “ To what 
“ base uses may we come at last,” says 
Hamlet, but where is the Republican who 
has fought for years against Democratic 
repudiation that will not feel personally 
outraged when he realizes that his own 
party is being made the defender and 
approver of this very kind of iniquity, 
and for no more respectable pretext than 
the captnre of one Southern State ? What 
Southern Republican managers have been 
in the past the country knows too well, 
but it was not prepared to hear that their 
moral standard was henceforth to be 
adopted for the whole party. 
“ It is not, and it cannot come to, gaod,” 
This Mahone bargain has thus far produced 
only disgrace, mortification, shame, and it 
will continue to bring forth fruits after its 
kind. It has threatened the party with 
the gross insult of an indorsement of George 
Gorham. It has made the party respon 
sible for repudiation. And the narrow­ 
minded partisans who have done this evil 
work deceive themselves egregionslv if 
they think the mischief can be confined to 
one spot. It will spread like fire in dry 
grass. The betrayal of principles involved 
in the Mahone bargain will recur to plague 
the men who were guilty of the wroDg. 
The confidence of the Republican masses 
will be rudely shaken by this flagrant evi­ 
dence of want of integrity among the party 
leaders. For though Democrats can be 
managed without convictions, it is not so 
with Republicans. Let them once lose 
faith in their leaders, and they will refuse 
to follow them. They are members of the 
party now only because they believe in ifs 
principles. Take away the principles, and 
they cannot be got to sell their support for 
place or power. We have not seen the 
end of this mischief yet, depend upon it. 
It ¡3 one of those crimes which invariably 
entail punishment upon the transgressors. 


TEE ATTEMPT TO BURN THE BOTHNIA. 
A brief dispatch abme days ago stated 
that what was supposed to have been an 
attempt to bnm the Cunard steamer Both­ 
nia had been discovered. The details of 
the case seem to show that the attempt 
wa3 a very purposeful and deliberate one. 
The facta are as follows : On a certain 
Sunday two men approached the pier at 
which the Cunard steamers lie, and asked 
permission to go on board the Bothnia to 
see the boatswain, Jackson. 
As they 
seemed to know the boatswain, they were 
allowed to pass. On reaching the steamer 
they again asked for the boatswain, and on 
learning that he was asleep, they said that 
they would take a turn through the ship. 
In about fifteen minutes they went ashore 
again. Shortly afterwards an under stew­ 
ard detected a strange odor in the saloon, 
and called the attention of the Chief Stew­ 
ard to it. He traced it to a narrow pas­ 
sage which was nearly dark, but on the 


carpet of which he could see a phosphoric j 
giearn. He found that the emell proceeded 
from this carpet, and he at onco proceeded 
to roll it up. In doing this the carpet 
burst into flames, and had it not been car­ 
ried out of the saloon instantly would un­ 
doubtedly have set the ship on fire. 
Further search discovered four glass 
flasks, two broken and two sound, 
in the passage-way. 
One 
of them 
had contained a phosphoric preparation, 
and the other Bome kind of oil, and it was 
evident that these fluids had both been 
poured on the carpet* and had together 
produced a mixture which wa3 ignited by 
friction. The piece of carpet burned £0 
fiercely that it was found necessary to 
throw it overboard, and even then it 
blazed up so in the water that it had to be 
sunk with weights. So combustible was 
the mixture that the Chief Mate, having 
stepped on it while rolling up the carpet, 
and having then gone to his own cabin, 
set the carpet of that on fire by merely 
walking over it. There seems to be no 
doubt that a most deliberate and coolly- 
planned attempt to burn the Bothnia was 
made, in short, and from the formidable 
character of the chemicals used it is cer­ 
tain that “ business ” was intended. The 
officers of the Canard company are natu­ 
rally disinclined to talk much about an 
affair which may do serious injury to their 
business by exciting the fears of intending 
passengers and shippers, but there can be 
little donbt that this incendiary attempt 
had a direct connection with the receDt 
threats of those advocates of dynamite and 
its congeners, of whom O’Donovaa Rossa 
professes to be the principal representa­ 
tive. 
THE CUSTODIAN AGAIN. 
Certainly the revelations made in regard 
to the doings of the “ Custodian ” of the 
Treasury Department are of a character to 
render any defense of that individual ex­ 
ceedingly difficult. 
W hat is singular, 
however, is that somehow the superior 
officers of the Department appear to have 
benefited by the malpractices of this erratic 
person. Why he should have been con­ 
tinually “ cooking” the accounts in order 
to provide the Chief Clerks with lemons 
and sugar, bay rum and early lunch, is not 
as yet at all easy to understand. Nor can 
it be said that he stands alone in his iniquity 
in other regards. What is to be thought 
of the merchants who sent in bills for 
carpeting, and for desks, and for billiard 
cloth, and for file-holders, and who received 
payment, but never delivered the goods? 
If Pitney had an arrangement with these 
men it is clear that they were as great 
rogues as himself. The whole story, how­ 
ever, is suggestive of corrupt practices 
which have been pursued so long that their 
dishonesty has become obscured. I t is evi­ 
dent that there has been a great deal of 
this kind of thing in probably all the de­ 
partments at Washington, and in the state­ 
ments made recently in regard to the pur­ 
chases for the White House, another phase 
of the sam9 sort of plundering was exposed. 
So long as the “ machine ” and spoils sys­ 
tem continues, moreover, it will be per­ 
fectly useless to think of putting an end 
to this stealing. That system has sustained 
and cultivated corruption in all its forme, 
and while it endures it will screen the 
worst frauds, no matter what efforts are 
made to expose them. 


THE PENSION ROLL. 
The pension roll continues to swell. It 
will be ^70,000,000 for the current fiscal 
year, and there wiil be a deficit of at least 
$20,000,000. This is one of the costly con­ 
sequences of party government. The Pen­ 
sion Act was notoriously a bad measure. 
Notoriously it opened the door to enormous 
frauds upon the Treasury. But neither 
party had the courage to oppose it, lest 
the other should make capital out of a pre­ 
tended regard for the poor soldiers, and so 
both together passed a law which both 
knew would result in plundering the peo­ 
ple, without helping the ostensible objects 
of the national bounty at all. And all that 
was predicted concerning the bill has como 
to pass. 
Millions of dollars have been 
stolen under it already. An organized sys­ 
tem of fraud has been established to work 
its elastic provisions, and as we have seer, 
the drain on the Treasury becomes heav­ 
ier every year. Nor is it probable that any 
attempt will be made to stop the leak. 
The same cowardice that prevented both 
parties from resisting its passage will keep 
them passive and silent now. Unless the 
people should manifest a very decided ob­ 
jection to being robbed in this wholesale 
way the robbery will go on until all the 
thieves in the country have feathered their 
nesta comfortably. 


THE ENGINEERING FLAN. 
E ds. R ecobd-U hion : The partial de. 
struction of the brush dam on the Yuba river 
by fire ¡3 seized upon by opponents of the late 
Drainage Act as conclusively establishing the 
fact that brush dams are necessarily unsub­ 
stantial, and subject to all the dangers of de­ 
cay, fire and flood. Had this Yuba dam been 
properly repaired during the past summer, 
the reservoir immediately above the dam 
would have been filled to its crest with a 
mass of slash, sand and water, which would 
have kept the dam thoroughly saturated with 
moisture, thus preventing any danger from 
fire, and also protecting the brush from de­ 
cay, as it is a well-known fact that if wood is 
kept covered with water there will be prac­ 
tically no decay. At the present time the 
water of the Yuba ia discharging through 
breaks in the dam at a level of ten or twelve 
feet lower than the crest, and consequently 
the brush became dry, and ready to burn 
upon the application of an incendiary match. 
A fair illustration can be found in comparing 
the dam in its present state to a house whose 
walls have been finished, but with no roof. 
The general public has also a misconception 
as to the amount of material which this 
dam will impound. 
With the dam in 
a thorough state of repair the first filling 
or retention of debris will occur immediately 
back of the dam, and to the ignorant the 
reservoir will appear to have been filled in 
the first one or two yesrs. This, however, 
is far from the truth, as after the first depos­ 
its have been made just above the dam, the 
filling will still continue higher and higher 
up the stream, nntil the surface of the im­ 
pounded debris assumes a normal slope nearly 
parallel to the original slope of the river. 
This common error originates from confound­ 
ing a debris reservoir with one for the reten­ 
tion of water. The unqualified condemna­ 
tion of these incomplete engineering woiks by 
ignorant and prejudiced newspaper editors, 
in the face of the opinions of the most able 
engineers of the country that these works 
can in the end lie made to thoroughly answer 
their desired purposes, seems to have con­ 
vinced most of the people of the State, and U 
an unpleasant illustration of the power of the 
press. 
The public fails to realize that a newspaper 
editor, who perhaps has not mechanical skill 
enough to build a woodshed, does not neces­ 
sarily become an accomplished hydraulic en­ 
gineer eimply because he uses the pronoun 
“ w e."

S. Thesher, as County Treasurer, and alleges 
that prior to the year 1865 there was organ­ 
ized in the couniy, under an Act of the 
Legislature to provide for the reclamation of 
swamp and overflowed lands, Swamp Land 
District No. 5 ; that under the Acts of the 
Legislature authorizing tho said formation, 
there was a State fund known as the 
Swamp Land District No. 5 fund, in 
which _ the proceeds of the Balee of all 
lands in said district were set apart and 
pledged as a fund to pay any warrants drawn 
by the Controller against said district; that 
said Controller was authorized by the said 
law to draw warrants on said fund, and the 
said defendant, as Treasurer, is authorized to 
pay into the State treasury the moneys re­ 
ceived by him as payment of principal or in­ 
terest on account of sales of said swamp land; 
that plaintiff is the owner of several such 
warrants, aggregating Sz.OlS 93; that de­ 
fendant has received as such Treasurer the 
various amounts specified in the said com­ 
plaint, and aggregating a total in excess of 
the sum of said warrant?, all of which have 
been erroneously placed to the credit of the 
swamp land fund of San Joaquin county;

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


A F aulty Directory.—Each side of the 
main entrance to the rotonda at the Capitol 
a large heavily-franied plate glass sign has 
recently been put tip. Each one Í3 several 
feet in length, and constitutes a directory to 
a wing of the building. These signs or di­ 
rectory “ bulietin-boards ” are understood to 
have cost several hundred dollars. The let­ 
tering ÍB im gold leaf, with a black ground­ 
work. 
E ich directory is surmounted by an 
enlarged design of the Great Seal of State in 
gold leaf and black. Such a work, to he in 
keeping with the surroundings, should be in 
the highest style of the sign painter’s art, but 
it is very far from it. Many of the letters 
are poorly finished; more violate the plainest 
rules applicable to their formation ; some are 
not upright; they are not of uniform size in 
lines where they should be of equal h ight; 
in many cases letters touch each other that 
should n o t; and, worst of aH, the numbers of 
the chambers and rooms which conclude each 
line, instead of being directly underneath 
each other, as required by good taste, and 
from top to bottom in a true perpendicular, 
form a line that is irregular, brokeu, offensive 
to the 
eye, and nearly as 
crooked as 
Petaluma 
creek. 
Such 
a 
line 
no 
printer would be allowed to set up in a 
newspaper office. In some places the edges of 
the letters are uneven, and bits of gold-leaf 
are seen beneath that have not been worked 
out. The leaf is also of varying shades, 
which show joints not permissible in first- 
class work. The whole work is severely criti­ 
cised daily by people to whose eyes the defects 
noted are immediately apparent. One of the 
errors of the work is found in its punctua­ 
tion, commas beiDg used where periods should 
be. 
Perhaps the most seriou3 defect in the 
lettering is in the formation of the Its and 
Ss, the former being uniformly top-heavy and 
the latter in moat cases having the upper sec­ 
tion thrown out to the right over the perpen­ 
dicular of the lower eection. Slgu work ex­ 
ecuted as is that in the Capitol Directory 
frames would hardly be accepted for an or­ 
dinary business sign of the street. The gen­ 
eral judgment expressed is that the painter 
should be made to correct his errors.

DIVISION

The thirty-firet annual session of the Grand 
Division of the Order of Sons of Temperance 
began at 10 a. m. yesterday, in the Assembly 
Chamber. All the grand officers (whose 
names were yesterday given) were presont 
except Grand Chaplain C. H. Chappell, in 
whose stead B. C. Duffy, of San Francisco, 
was appointed. The Grand Division was 
opened in due form, and about fifty delegates 
were present and seven were initiated into 
the Grand Division Degree.

The Grand Scribe submitted 
a financial and statistical statement. 
It

30th to be 1,300, and the receipts for the pre­ 
ceding six months to be §050. This was for 
Division experees and use in the lecture field, 
no money being collected except to meet 
these expenses. The report was duly referred. 
A t the afternoon session theGrand Worthy 
Patriarch and Grand Scribe submitted their 
full reports of the work of the Order for the 
past aix months, and the reports were read. 
They showed that the Order had increased 
about 150 in membership, and that the re­ 
ceipts exceeded those of the previous half 
year by about $200.

One of these two vessels is a small iron bark, 
and the other a large wooden ship. 
But for 
the fact that thej were wanted to save an 
order, better terms could have been made. 
Only thirteen vessels cleared out during the 
week. 
The English bark Madeira, that left here 
on August 19th with a cargo of flour for 
Liverpool, returned to this port yesterday in 
distress. 
Captain Methleug states that on 
the tenth uay out, iu latitude 173 30' north, 
longitude 120' 30' west, the vessel encountered 
ed a terrific hurricane, when it struck it, 
threw the ship on her beam ends, carrying 
away the mainmast, the fore and uiizzsn top­ 
masts, jib-boon and all the giar attached. 
The main rigging was cut away to right her, 
but before this could be rloSe the vessel filled 
up rapidly with water, flooding the cabin aDd 
galley. The hurricane lasted ten days, during 
the whole of which tim e great fé.ua were enter­ 
tained for the safety of the ship and the crew.

The Captain siys that 
while in that situation they sighted several 
vessel-, but all of them continued their 
course without paying any attention to their 
s’goals of distress.
